Soon the storm breaks in all its fury, the mountain torrents 
leap from rock to rock, the trees twist their arms as if in agony and bend before the Storm King as if asking 
for mercy at his hands. Their prayer is heard. The Storm King departs; the sun breaks through the clouds; 
a million rain-drops sparkle like diamonds on each tree; the birds twitter to their mates in the branches; 
the young shepherd signals his flocks to return to the pasture and resumes his song to his love in the distance, 
while the faint and fainter rumble of the thunder tells that the storm is now disappearing in the farness.
